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LABOR AHD WAGES ABROAD. 
Tile Slate Department at Washington is 
dome, a good aery ice in collecting from the 
American Consuls, reliable and valuable 
information regarding the price ot labor 
and the cost of living iu foreign countries. 
We referred to this subject quite at length 
several days ago, and gave some compara­ 
tive hgutcs in relation to the wages 
of 
laborers 
and 
the 
cost 
ot 
living In Lngiand, ireland and France, and 
the tin ted States. Since then, additional 
and important reports have been received 
from several prominent consulates. 
The 
Consul at firemen gives a very full and 
interesting report on labor and wages in 
his district. Agricultural labor, uear Bre­ 
men gets about 50 cents a day. and only 
31 cents a day in the lower Rhine valley. 
Mechanics in these districts, earn from 51 
to 75 cents per day, excepting saddlers 
and 
shoemakers 
who 
receive 
from 
47 
to 
52 
cents 
daily. 
Bakers 
and brewers with board and lodging, get 
from f l 42 to |2.I4 per week, and without 
board from CO cents a day to $4.26 a week. 
Laborers on railways receive from 5G to 83 
cents per day, and as high as 85 cents for 
piece-work on tunnels. Women who work 
in factories earn about $2.15 per week, and 
children $1. 
In Germany, the cost of 
living has increased about 50 per cent- 
dunug the past thirteen years. 
A mao

children 
can 
live in two or three rooms poorly furnish­ 
ed, and on scanty food, for $275 a year, 
and even to support such a style of living 
as this all the members of the family are 
compelled to work from ten to twelve 
hours each day. 
lo Denmark, where it is said a general 
business stagnation prevails, the wages are 
less by IO or lo percent than they were 
five or six years ago, while the cost of 
living is a little higher. Common laborers 
earn from $2.15 to $2.70 per month, and 
mechanics from 50 to 81 ceuts a day. 
In 
the district of Turin, in Italy, the daily 
wages ol farm bands is 25 cents, and har­ 
vest hands during three months obtain 
from OO to 70 cents a day. 
Women get on. 
ly halt these rates though they do as much 
work as men. 
Children from 14 to IG 
years of age hire out at from $20 to $24 per 
year. Railway engineers receive from $30 
to $42 per month, railway hands from 50 to 
60 cents per day, and chief conductors of 
trains from $300 to $400 per annum. Gen­ 
eral Bad es u, Consul-General at Lindon, 
says during the past five years wages haye 
gradually increased about IO per cent, in 
that portion of England, while the cost of 
living has increased about 25 per cent. 
Farm hands near L indon get from $2 to $3 
per week, including beer, and laborers on 
buildings command from $4 40 to $5.10 per 
week. {Shoemakers and tailors earn $4.00 
to $7.05 per week.
